3,000  Expected  To  Hear  Robert  Shaw 
As  Other  Schools  Send  Large  Groups 

With  an  audience  of  some  three  thousand  awaiting  the 
concert,  the  Robert  Shaw  chorale  will  take  the  stage  in  the 
Knights  gymnasium  at  8  p.m.  tomorrow  as  the  fourth  pres¬ 
entation  in  Wartburg’s  current  Artist  Series  program. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  Artur  Rubinstein  appearance 
two  years  ago,  the  Knights  gymnasium  will  be  packed,  al¬ 
though  a  complete  sell-out  will  depend  somewhat  on  the 
weather  conditions.  Large  delegations  are  coming  from  other 
colleges  all  over  the  Hawkeye  state.  Luther  college  alone  is 
sending  300  students  for  the  event.

the  choral  group  will  be  aug¬ 
mented  by  a  concert  orchestra  of 
19  instrumentalists.

Candlelight  Service 
To  Unfold  Dec.  19 

Culminating  Wartburg’s  pre- 
Christmas  activity  will  be  the  an¬ 
nual  Chi  Rho  candlelight  service, 
to  be  held  Wednesday,  Dec.  IS,  at 
8  p.m.,  in  the  Knights  gymnasium, 
according  to  Ev  Wuebbens,  junior 
and  chairman  of  the  affair. 

“This  year’s  program  will  follow 
the  same  general  procedure  as 
former  years,"  commented  Wueb- 
bens.  "Distinctive  decorations  and 
special  lighting  will  serve  to  in¬ 
crease  the  air  of  worship  which 
we  like  to  see  present  at  these  tra¬ 
ditional  services.” 

An  inspirational  program  has 
been  set  up,  to  be  climaxed  by  the 
lighting  of  the  candles.  Special 
music  is  to  be  presented  by  tenor 
Jim  Sexter,  junior,  and  a  men’s 
chorus,  organized  by  Lloyd  Zie- 
bartfe,  senior. 

Also  included  in  the  service  will 
be  the  reading  of  the  Christmas 
message,  a  responsive  reading  and 
a  dramatic  reading.  The  service 
is  one  of  the  activities  sponsored 
annually  by  the  pre-theological 
society. 
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Is  Wartburg  Too  Expensive? 

The  idea  seems  to  be  prevalent  among  students  on  this 
campus  that  expenses  are  considerably  higher  at  Wartburg 
than  at  state  institutions.  Many  students  frequently  voice 
the  opinion  that  the  advantages  in  attending  a  small  school 
are  not  sufficient  to  overbalance  the  added  expense  involved. 

But  is  this  complaint  justified?  Does  it  actually  cost 
more  to  attend  Wartburg  than  the  large  state  school  which  is 
supported  by  the  taxpayer?  According  to  Clarence  Levs  joy’s 
“Guide  to  American  Colleges  and  Universities,”  typical  yearly 
expenses  at  Wartburg  (room,  board,  tuition,  books  and-  fees) 
amount  to  $759. 

Only  2  of  Iowa’s  20  coeducational  colleges  are  lower 
Iowa  State  Teachers  college  lists  its  typical  assessment  as 
$675,  the  state  low.  Yearly  expenses  at  Iowa  State  are  about 
the  same  as  Wartburg,  but  the  average  cost  in  attending  Iowa 
university  is  $909,  considerably  higher  than  at  Wartburg. 

Yearly  expenses  at  the  Universities  of  Minnesota  and 
Illinois  are  the  same  as  at  Iowa  university,  while  students  at 
Wisconsin  university  dish  out  $1,909  annually. 

Among  the  small,  liberal  arts  schools  of  Iowa,  Wartburg 
is  right  at  the  bottom  as  far  as  expenses  are  concerned.  The 
average  cost  at  these  colleges,  most  of  which  are  church 
affiliated,  is  $890.  The  most  expensive  of  Iowa  schools  are 
Upper  Iowa,  Mornmgside  and  Coe — $1,000,  and  Grinned — 
$1,209. 

The  next  time  you’re  tempted  to  complain  about  that  bill 
at  the  treasurer’s  office,  look  at  the  table  below.  Maybe 
you  are  getting  your  money’s  worth!

From  a  viewpoint  of  diplomacy  and  prestige,  Britain  has  taken 
several  beatings  in  the  near  east.  Her  oil  interests  In  Iran,  monopo¬ 
lized  by  her  for  decades,  have  been  wrested  from  her  by  the  Iranian 
nationalists.  Egypt  wants  the  Sudan  as  well  as  control  of  the  Suez 

canal. 

Some  observers  have  been  surprised  ta  see  iteo  £®mnsa«isf 
agitators  in  Hie  near  east  in  alliance  with  the  nationalists  and 
religious  fanatics  @f  the  Moslem  eeustrses.  But  this  as  only  the 
first  step  in  the  Russian  plan,  First  She  English  roust  fee  ousted. 
Then  the  Communists  caw  take  advantage  @f  a  chaotic  political 
situation  to  overthrow  the  nationalists. 

Foreign  Secretary  Anthony  Eden  of  England  has  insisted  that, 
if  the  Atlantic  naval  commander  of  the  European  defense  program 
is  to  be  an  American,  the  theater  commander  of  the  near  east  area 
must  be  English.  This  would  amount  to  the  commitment  of  American 
foreign  policy  to  the  support  of  the  British  in  the  near  east. 

Should  the  United  States  comply?  What  should  our  whole  foreign 
policy  toward  the  British  be? 

Our  foreign  policy  must  be  founded  on  basic  facts— (1)  The 
economic  recovery  of  Britain  is  vital  to  her  participation  in  the 
European  defense  program.  (2)  To  recover,  the  British  need  economic 
assistance.  (8)  Our  answer  to  the  growth  of  nationalism  in  ail  formerly 
dominated  countries  must  be  to  sign  alliances,  not  to  suppress. 

In  ether  words,  Truman  ean  wdi  afford  ta  spend  six  hundred 
miSSian  debars  »f  taxpayers'  money,  if  he  spends  it  intelligently. 
When  Churchill  eomes  te  see  him  In  January,  he  should  say, 
"OScay,  Winnie,  we'il  give  y©«  six  hundred  million.  But  first  you 
must  agree  to  suppart  Uncle  Sam  by  agreeing  to  the  faiiewing: 

(1)  European  economic  unity  and  political  federation,  with  the 
industrialization  of  Germany,  and  (2)  Adoption  of  an  attitude  c£ 
friendliness,  assistance  and  alliance  toward  the  rising  peoples  of  non- 
Communist  Asia  and  Africa.  In  short,  you  must  be  prepared  to  give 
up  some  of  your  economic  advantages  in  your  ex-colonies  in  exchange 
for  the  economic  advantages  of  European  unity.” 

Truman  has  the  bargaining  power  to  do  this.  Will  he?
